REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art does not disclose 
nor render obvious the limitations of the claim 1. Specifically, claim 1 requires the presence of an initially 
stored command in the integrated circuit card, where the command is part of a sequence of commands, 
the sequence of commands is associated with a single application. When the next command is not found 
on the card, a server is queried and loads the integrated circuit card with the next command. The closest 
prior art, Chew (US 5,901,303), only initially includes a downloading program used to obtain an entire 
function rather than part of a sequence of commands.
